Mr. Phister, who drew up the 
bill for presentation to the legisla- 
ture, particularly recommends this 
method for towns and small cities. 

The chief objection to this sys- 
tem is that the tabulation of votes 
is somewhat complicated and elec- 
tion results are therefore some- 
what delayed, but everything we 
use in our modern way of living is 
complicated.

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Noted Archaeologist 
Removed By Death 


Dr. Warren King Moorehead, one 
of Andover’s most widely-known 
citizens and one of the nation’s 
outstanding archaeologists, passed 
away last Thursday night at the 
Phillips house in Boston. After a 
life filled with devoted work in the 
field of archaeology, Dr. Moore- 
head retired last June to enjoy a 
rest which he had earned so richly. 


The son of Dr. William G. 
Moorehead, who for many year's 
was connected with the Xenia 
Theological Seminary, and Helen 
King Moorehead, member of a 
prominent Xenia family, Dr. 
Moorehead was born in Sienna, 


Italy, March 10, 1866. He returned 
to America with his family at the 
age of 4 years and was educated 
in the Xenia, Ohio, schools. In 
1883 he entered Denison College, 
Granville, Ohio, in the heart of the 
Mound Builders country. 

When Dr. Moorehead began his 
studies, no college taught archaeo- 
logy, and he was appointed an aide 
in the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington. There he trained 
der Dr. Thomas Wilson, curator of 
prehistoric anthropology, for two 
years and then began explorations 
at his own expense. 

He surveyed the famous Fort 
Ancient, Ohio. Years later he did 
the same in Illinois at Cahokia, 
the largest earth tumulus in this

Needs More Money 


It is plain that for 1939, we shall 


need an increased appropriation. 
The library has been managed 
with every possible economy, every 
expenditure discussed and _ scru- 
tinized. The State Auditor, who in- 
spects all town records, congratu- 


lated us wpon our clear and ac- 


curate accounts. But due to our 
greatly increased use, our appro- 


priation for 19388 fell short of our 


actual needs. During December, 


book-buying was cut to a minimum, 
and new books are essential for 
successful library work. This item 
should not be subject to curtail- 
ment because of deficiencies else 
where. 

We would again call the atten- 
tion of the taxpayers to the fact 
that, out of every tax-dollar levied 
in 1938, the library with its year’s 
circulation of nearly 100,000 books, 
received the sum of two and 
seven-tenths cents. Has any other 
town institution paid larger divi- 
dends to the community upon so 
small an initial investment? 

This all-time high use of the li- 
brary has been possible only 
through co-operation of everyone 
concerned. Thanks are due to an 
interested and far-seeing Board of 
Trustees, to a staff who have put 
heart and soul into their work, and 
to a loyal and efficient janitor and 
his helper. 

The library’s record for 1938 is 
an example of what can happen 
when a public institution is earn- 
estly and conscientiously admin- 
istered for the greatest good of 
the greatest number.
